cafions and ſudden occurrents, not forgetting to gratific the 
ficke,fo farre foorth as may ſtand with conuemencie;And laſt! 
this +£/calzpian pourtrarit was pictured with a beard- Hhgni- Aſculapius 
fying hereby, that fuch as medled with fuch abitruſe myſteries, bearded, 
having firſt bene trained vp in the grounds and principles of 
this proteſſion, ought to be of areaſonable mature iudgement 
and vnderitanding, tothe end they may proue ſo much the fit. 
terto mannage juch woightte matters, 

But io what end and purpoſe (will tome perhaps fay) tendeth * 
this long diſcourſe? Even to the end it may more emdenily ap= 
peace, into what diſgrace and contempt this noble profeſſion

Ir is 
no wayes {utable to the modeſtte which ought to be ſcene in 
that ſexe,to meddle with ſo publicke a profeſſion, Andbeſides, 
thcre being no ſmall commerce betwixt the Phyſatian and his 
patient, as witneſſeth the worthy Hppocyates , who fceth not 
the abſurditie of this their praQtiſe ? And as for their ſuffici- 
encie , it mayeafily, by that which hath bene ſaid alreadie,ap - 


prattilephyſick, peare. My purpoſe is not to dwell ypon this ſubieR, nor yer to 


vrge many arguments 3gainit it, the thing being ſo abſurd in it 
felte, I will relate but one tragicall toric out of alate writer, 
ofa mother who made away terowne child, with anintent,as 
ſhe thought tocurc him, A coxntrey woman (taih mine author) 


hauing a young ſonne of cacheoticall diſpoſition, and now entring into 


a droge, by ihe adnice of her women=goſſips, thruſt him, ſore againſt 
hu wil hu head foremoſt into au oncn tmmeaiatly after the drawing 
of the breed, ſhopping wp againe immeatatly the mouth of her onen. 
Her gabling goſſips were efficionſly at tending a better enent then they 
fannd, as alſo helping her to bring topaſſe thu brane exploit, He be- 
#ng once in, was preſently ſuffocated with the ſmuke for want of freſh 
aire, T he mother n#thin alittle ſpace calleth to her ſonne oftener then 
once in an audible voyce, enquiring what benefit he found; who an« 


ſwered her no mere then Baal did his Prieſts. Theſepratling goſ* 


fips perſmwaded this ſimple woman, that his ſilence was an aſſured (ione 


of the benefit he thereby receined : the which this credulors woman, 
ſtill hoping where no hope was, eaſily beleened: but at length found 
that which ſhe leaFt looked for ; drawing out of the onen her dead 
ſonne,cured not onely of this, but of all #her aiſeaſes alſs; and then 
(v#t ail too late) blameth as well her owne too tao credulou ſimplici- 
tie, as the milapert bolaneſſe of the ſhe-phyſitians auducing her to vſe 
a remzedie farre worſe then the diſeaſe it ſeife, As for you, Ladjyes 
and Geatiewemen ( with your good leaues let me be ſo bold as 
x0 tel: you my mind in a word or two) howſocuer I cannot but 
much commend your great charitic and loue, in oy 
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both your paines and your purſes for the relieuing of ficke di- 
firefied people: yet letme intreate you, not to be too officiou(- 
ly bufie, the life ofa man being no matter of ſmall importance, 
and which being onceloſt, canneuertill rhe reſurreion be Soles occidere wy 
recoucred, And remember, that there may be an ouetrſight as _ poſſunt: 
well in negleQing a fir and conuenient remedie in due time, as gr haps. ogg 
in exhibiting a dangerous and deſperate remedie, And whereas 1,x,Nox eſt per- 
oftenit cometh to paſſe, that either your neceſſitic or importu- petua vna dor- 
nitie doth extort from the learned Phyitian good and whole» ienda, Carl.

en oF, , of euery part ofthe body, without any regard 
7 2&7 ©5—D© had to ſuchthings as the moſt wiſe and cir- 
cumſpe& Phyſitians haue left vs in this caſe to be conſidered: 
the which notwithſtanding, isas impoſſible to bring to paſle, 
as by the hear or cold of an houſe to iudge of the perfetion of 
We ſame, together with the ſoundneſle of the walles and tim- 
ber thereof: or yet by the rubbiſh of any houſe carried to fome 
other place, to find out the Ratelineſſe ofthe former building, 
To this end and purpoſe beſides the authorities produced inthe 
former Diſcourſe,1 will yer bring in a cloud of witneſſes to con- 
firme this mine opinion. Andin the firſt place, I will ſet downe 
ſome famous authors condemning this vromantical conieQure, 
and limiting and confining it within its lawfull lifts and limits. 
Afterwards alſo ſhail appeare how our iudgement mayerre and 
miſtake, euen in ſome ſuch diſeaſes as may ſometimes by the 
ſame be diſcerned: proceeding afterwards to inſtance in ſome 
particular diſcaſes : where ſhall not be omitted the confutation 
of the erronious opinion of the vrines of women with child, as 
alſo offinding out of the ſexe thereby. Then will we proceed 
roa particular confutation of all the parts of vrine; whereby 
ſhall be ſer downe the true vſe of the ſame, Now the firſt author 
that ſhall march inthe auantgard of this barallion ſhall be the 
learned Langins; and that both in regard of his great worth ang 
learning; 
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learning , as alſo becauſe our former author ( Fore I meane;) 
had fingled out theſe two following Epiftles,as making for the

Concerning Phy(itzans who by the iniÞection of the Urine onely, do

It ſeemeth not a little ſtrange to thee (kndgoſſip) how it Langins tomy, r. 
ſhould come to paſſe that the fame and reputation of Germane +11. 


Phyſitians ſhould be fo little ſer by eicher at home or abroad, 
ſince notwithſtanding , praiſed be God, Germanie is a very 
fruitfull ſoile, Rored with moſt excellent wits, where the libe« 
rail Arts and ſciences donoralittle flouriſh (:ſomnuch as that 
moſt noble and i!laftriuu Picus Earle of \Uirandole, truly praiſe- 
worthie and ener to be admired, as welifor bis high pedegree and 6- 
ble deſcent, as for hu excellent and admirable gifts tn good learning, 
did witneſſe that the riner of Tiber bad now of late runne into the 
Rhene: ) and yet forall this, the noble facultic of Phyficke lycth 


contemned and deſpiſed. The cauſesof the ſame haue elſe- 1» ſpmpoſio, de 
where declared to be diucrs, whereof this is the chiefe, to wit, !1#%lica, 


that the chiefe and principall part of Phyficke diagnoſticke or 
ſemioticke, which teacheth vs to know the nature, cauſes, and 
ſubſtance of the diſeaſe by the ſignes and grounds of the ſame, 
Is either not knowne art all, or atleaſt altogether, inregard of 
their idleneſle, negleRted; while as the ordinatie fort of Piy{Gi- 
tians do onely labour to know and diſcerne the nature aad ſyb= 
Nance of the diſeaſe by the ſole and fraudulent indication ofthe 
ftuckring vrine. Butitis acknowledged of alltrue Phyfirians, 
that the ground and beginning of finding out aright the true 
method of curing diſeaſes, is the knowledge of the diſeaſe, to- 
gether With the place ſcifed with the ſame, which is not 


knowneby the bare inſpeRion of the vrine onely, being but a 


doubrfull figne; but (as Galen ſaith well) the knowledge of the 
diſeaſe iscolleRed by meanesof the place affeRed, together

with the diſpoſition of the ſame beſides nature $ which bein 

the internall cauſe of the diſeaſe (or the diſeaſe it ſelfe) annoy- 
ing the aRion,it is no maruell if the ſignes of each be common 
ro both: and thus is the diſcaſe and place affeted diſcerned 
and knowne,both by the parts of the ſub{tance therof, the con- 
rents, adherents, the aRion intereſled, together with the acci= 
dentsofthe diſeaſe, from the parts of the ſubſtance of the part 
affeQed : as if we ſhall perceive any griſtle of the windpipe to 
be ſpit vp with coughing,it doth argueand indicate to ys an ex» 
ulceration of the lungs , together with a conſumption of the 
fame. Fromthe contents; 2s it thou ſhal: perceiue the chyle 
(that is, the meate receiued into the Romacke and alittle al- 
tered) or the ordure iſſue out of a wound, thou mayeſt from 
thence ſafely collerhat either the ftomack, or guts are woun- 
ded. Such chings alſo as do adhere or grow to the part, cCoboth 


declare the diſcaſe and the part annoyed therewith, For if ypon 


a fraQute of the {cull there grow out little round lumps like vn- 
ro little muſhromes, it doth argue iu. dammage and hurt of the 
membrane or skin couering the braines. No lefſe doth the 
hurtot the ation bewray as well the hurt of the organe and in- 
Qtrument oft, as the diſeaſe itſelfe: as the retention of the y. 
rine doth argue an obſtruRion in the pipes conueighing the y- 
xine from the kidneyes to the bladder: or the exceſſiue fluxe of 
the ſame being crude and not concoRted, dothargue the indiſ- 
poſition of the kidneyes. Ioyne yet with the former, as mo 
pregnant proofcs and teſtimonies of the diſeaſe, theſe inſepara= 
ble accidents of the ſame,commonly called pathognomonica, the 
which the diſeaſe it ſelfe doth procure and beget : as a ſtinging 
and pricking paine in the ſide, ioyned with aburning feauer, 
doth argue not onely a P/ear;/ie, but alſo tharthe skin or mem- 
brane which enuironeth the ribs is inflamed. And ynto all the 
aforeſaid ſignes thou mayeſt, if thou wilt, adde the intricate 
knowledge of the pulle of the arteries, rather then the vncer- 
raine iudgement by vrine : the whichas we do not altogether 
rcieQ, ſo do wenot attribute ſo much thereunto as theſe impo=» 
ſtors do, Now what extraordinarie paines ſome of the ancient 
Phyſitians tooke in ſearching out any thing which might af- 
= | foord 
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foord them any knowledge or infight in the nature of rhe dif- ſearching out 
the ſignes of 


eaſe, thou mayeſt from hence colle&, that to the end they 
might more eaſily find out the nature and qualitie of the hu- 
mour faulty and abounding in the bodie, they did taft of the 
very {weate that was rubbedoff the bodie in the hotehouſles, 
as alſo of that ſupe:fluous matter found in the eares : like as the 
horſe-leackes were wont to taſte of the hortes dun o, whom for 
that cauſe that pleaſant Poet Ariſiophanes calleth gzam;dyss, 
what if by the authoritie of Hippocrates I ſhould prooue, that 
the colour of the tongue, and the reſt of the bodie, giveth vs 
more aſluzed and certaine knowledge of the ſtate of the hu- 
mours contained inthe body and inward bowels, then the v- 
rine? And yet this the ordinarie ſort of vrine-monging Phyti- 
tians will never be able todifcerne, as not being preſent with 
the patient, Foras inthe yellow laundile, a yellow and ſaffron 
like colour of the skinne doth better declare any obitruAicn 
of the gall-bagge, and an ouerflowing of chuler ouer the 
whole bodie, then the vtine : ſo doth in like ſort the leaden 
colour of the face, and the reſt ofthe bodie, demonſtrate better 
vato vs ſome indiſpoficion of the Liver and ſpleene then the 1« 
rine, Nolefle alio doth the ccloer of the tongue and taſk, it fin» 
deth & performeth the like, For ſuch as is the humor aboiiding 
inthe ſtomacke or veines, eſpecially when it groweth fierce 
and vnruly, with ſuch a colour and taſt is the tongue moſt com- 
monly imbrued. Wherefore well and learnedly ſaid the wor= 
thy Hippocrates yoo 3200 endure, thatis, thetongue giueti 
vs notice,as well of the Rate and nature of the viine,as of all the 
reſt of the humours of the body, But if thou wilt yet turther 
comend and conteft with me, behold I will appeale to Ga/en, 
who ought to be as our common Maiſter,fo Tudge alſo in ſuch

tians. = juſtly obie& the ancient Prouerbe, * A mariner by hz booke or 
Ex FUSE 0G” a card, But Hippocrates and the ancient Phyſitians of the race 


of Aſclepiades, not ſuperficially, but ſolidly learned, didneuer 
ſettle their iudgements concerning the ſubſtance of the diſeaſe 
yponthe vrine alone : no nor yet if ſome contents had procee- 
ded from the ſubſtance of the kidneyes, bladder, or parts cons 
tainedinthem, and ſo iſſued out with the vrine : but did ra- 
ther by the colour, contents, ſwim or ſublimation,obſerue the 
ftrength of the naturall parts about the liver and ſtomach, as 
likewiſe the concoQion of the humours in the veines; to the 
end that in feuers they might find out the times of the ſame; 
and {o might more eaſily foretell the time ofthe future criſe, 
whether the ſame were like to be hopefull and healthfull , or 
dangerous and deadly; and withall to find out the fitteſt time 
for purging. The which Galen, Hippocrates his true interpreter, 
doth intimate vnto young Phyfitians in theſe words, The wrine 
gineth notice of theſe parts, to wit, the liner, kidneyes, bladder, aud 
the ſlrength of the veſſels which containe the bloud, andthe weake* 


nſſe 
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neſſe of the ſame, as alſo that facultie which engendreth the humors: 
but 4s concerning the infirmities of the braine, the che$F, and lungs, 
there be other ſignes and [ymptomes of the ſame, whereby their diſea+ 
ſer are diſcerned, All theſe things therefore the wiſe Phyſitian is 
ro enquire , ſearch, and find out, from the ficke himſelfe , and 
not from the vrine, For this cauſe well ſaid Damaſcenws in his Dawaſtenus in 
Aphoriſmes : Concerning diſeaſes pronounce not raſbly thine opi= Apboriſm. 
-: mon, neither yet looke thou pon the vrine , vntill ſuch time as thou 
't bhaſt firſt ſcenetheſicke, and of him demanded and found forth exery 
% circumſtance belonging to the diſeaſe. With him doth Rhazes an Rain aphor, 
Arabian Phyfitian agree in his Aphoriſmes, in theſe words: /r 
becometh the Phyſitian to acke dinerſe queſtions of h1s patient, tothe 
end he may attame to the internall canſe of the diſeaſe , that by ſuch 
meanes he may afterwards be able to pronounce ſound indgement ac* 
cording to reaſon: neither yet let him be aſhamed to acke of the pa- 
tient, whether the diſeaſe be within or without theteine. But our 
Phyſitians,being like vnto the lazie ſedentarigPhyfitians of A- 
lexandria, leſt they ſhould be by the vulgar people (who do 
commonly beleeue, that the Phyſician knoweth all bythe y- 
rinc) taxed of ignorance, are aſhamed to aske of the patient 
the cauſes and ſymptomes of his diſcaſe. And to the*end he 
.may the better accommodate themſelues tothe fooliſh humor 
of the ſimple and more ignorant ſort, they are not a whit a- - 
frayed to prate of diſeaſes by the inſpeRion of the vrine onely, 
Bur would to God the truth were with them in greater eſteeme 
then any popular applauſe, and that they would be warned by 
the Poct Perſius: If troubled Rome do too much difpraiſe any 5; quid turbiaa, 
$9ing, then not to reſt and relie upon ber indgement : and that they Roma eleuarer, 
would both ingenuouſly confeſle,and tell the peopie how frau- &«.Per/. ſat.r, 
dulent and deceitfull , pernicious and lying, is this manner of 
F inſpeionofthe vrine, brought in by ſome Phyſicians and im- 
| 5} poſtors of later dayes,to the great miſchiefe of mankind. Then 
tor certaine would they be more carcfull and diligent in ſear 
ching out the natures of diſeaſes by cheir cauſes, the hurt and 
hinderance of the aRion, as alſo by the Pathognomonicke 
fignes: and then without ail doubt ſhould they cure a great 
mapy moe, as alſo by this meanes ſhould their names become 
E a 
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a great deale more famous, both among their owne ftiends and 


acquaintance, and among ſtrangers. And by this meanes alſo - 


ſhould theſe wandring and cozening rogues, impoſtors, apo* 
Raticall monks , perficious Tewes, enemies to all Chriſtians, 
the ignorant Pariſh-Prieſts, alchymiſts, and all the rabble of 
ſuch rake-hels, (but I had almoſt forgotten thoſe old crots for- 
tunetellers) be thruſt out from profeſſing phyſicke : all the 
which offenders not having learned ſo much as the firſt 
grounds and principles of naturall Philoſophie or Phylicke, do 


. without controll or puniſhment trie their deſperate remedies, 


by the death of many a man. Wherefore there could nothing 
be deuiſed more profitable and beneficiall for the good of the 
commonwealti, then that at length all Chrittian people were 
freed from the tyrannie and miſchiete of theſe cruell impo» 
ſtors, who by meanes of the ſecret obſeruation of the vrine, 
ynknowne to the yulgar ſort, do conceale their owne igno- 
rance, and haue,gs drones do into the Bec-hiue, creptinto this 
profeſſion. By the premiſſes, I hope thou haſt heard whar is 
the cauſe that Phyſicke and the Profeſſors of the ſame are not 
of ſo high an eſteeme in theſe our countries at this time. 


Of the differences of ſignes,by the which Phyſitians do diſcerne 
ana know diſeaſes , and do preſage the future 


iſſue of the ſame. 


As I heare, theſe barbarous and wicked perſons, falſly aſſu- 
ming yato therſelues the nameof Phyſitians, do mutter and 
erumble againſt me, becauſe of condemning their mad, raſh, 
and foole-hardie finding out of diſeaſes, by meanes of the vrine 
onely, for whoſe ſ|anderous backbiting I care not a ruſh. For 
ſuch as cannot helpe, Iſee not how they.can hurt me. No more 
can I conceiue whar the Phyſitian can performe,as concerning 
the cure of the diſcaſe, being ignorant of the nature and eſtate 
of the ſame. For this cauſe the ancient Phyſirians did with 

reat labour, trauell, and induſtrie, fearch ont the cauſe, the 
natureand ſubſtance ofthe diſeaſe , from the which the indica- 
tions of remedies are deriued, and not fromthe yrine AE 
rom 
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from the ſignes called Pathognomonicke,and from the whole 
concourſe of the ſymptomes or accidents: who did likeyiſe 
deuide Phyſicke principally into two parts, to wit, that which 
we commonly call Therapeuticke, whoſe molt large and come 
mon ſcope, isto cure dileafes by contrary remedies: and into 
chat part which we call Diagnoſticke ; whoſe moſt common 
ſcope is to diſcerne the whole and ſound from the like, and the 
ficke and infirme from the whole, being vnlike the one to the 0. 
ther. And this part of Phylicke doth farre excell the other, to 
wit, the Therapeuticke , the which without the Diagooſticke 
is of ſma'l vſe or profir, And becauſe it did lay open the perfe& 
and abſolute knowledge of the diſeaſe, by meanes of the ſignes 
Pathognomonicke, proper and peculiar ro every diſeaſe, toge- 
ther with the concurrence of accidents, which the Empiricks 
called ow Ip; (which were nothing elſe but the colleCtion 
by obſcruation of certaine accidents and circumſtances of diſ- 
eaſes) the later Phyſitians therefore gaue it the name gyueronuy, 
or that part of Phyſicke which handleth the fignes of diſeaſes. 
Wherefore we cannot but much wonder at Galer, a man of ſo 
oreat learning, who beſides two hundreth and fiftie bookes 
written of diuerſe ſciences,and of all the other parts of Phyſicke 
aboue foure hundreth; all being likewiſe written in ſo good 
order and method, thatnotwithſtanding he hath not brought 
to full perfetion this ſo noble a part of Phyflicke, called Diag- 
noſticke, but onely diſperſedly here and there, eſpecially in that 
booke called the Conſtitution or ordering of the Art of Phy- 
ficke, hath asit were ſowne ſome ſeeds of the ſame. But yer 4- 


nicenua, Rhazes,and other Arabian Phyfitians, and ſuch among 


the Greeks as haue written of late after Galen, as Panlus, «/£gi- 
neta, Actins, eAftuarins, and Alexander Tralliaars , following 
the footſteps of the ancient Empiricks, did colleand gather 
together in cuery ſeuerall Chapter which did diſcoviſe of the 
diſeaſe, a great number of the ſignes and feueral] accidents of 
the ſame: but ſo confuſedly and indiſtinAly , that hardly coul- 
deſt thou diſcerne one manner of figne from another:infomuch 
as thou mayeſt, nor without cauſe,call their Diagnoſticke Phy- 
ficke, the confuſed chaos of Demorrires, And further they do 
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not inſtru vs ſufficiently what ſigne of the diſeaſe doth argue 
or ſhew foorth the greater or ſmaller ſtrength, But there is in 


ad in England Germanie at this day,a ſort of idle prating tellowes, more fo0-

liſh then avy others, who, as it all the fignes of eucry diſeaſe 
were to be ſeene in the vrine, are not aſhamed, by the ſole and 
bare inſpeRion thereof, to prate and pronounce ſentence con- 
cerning the ſubſtance of the diſeaſe, and the life and death of 
the diſeaſed, as hath bene ſaid alreadic, To the end therefore 
that their impudencie may be made manifeſt, and layd open to 
euery one,I purpoſe to inſert ſomething in this Epiſtle concer- 
ning the differences of fignes, to the end that I may miniſter 
occaſion to ſome others more learned then my ſelfe , to handle 
the ſame by an abſoluce & exquiſite metnod: the which taske I 
will alſo willingly vndertake for the good of the ficke,ifI may 
obtaine ſo much time and leiſure,that at length this ſo hainous 
a fault, and worthy of no {mail puniſhment, may be baniſhed 
from among the companie of all honeſt and ingenuous Pay{- 
tians, andaright and perfect method, as well tor diſccrning as 
for curing, may be ſet downe. Now it is granted,as well among 
Phyloſophers as Phyfitians , that the effeRs and accidents do 
indicate and declare their cauſes. It is likewiſe well knowne, 
thatthe accidents are nothing elſe but the effeRs of the ditpo= 
fitionof the diſeaſe, No man therefore can deny, that the acci- 
dents ( of which number are alſo the ations intereſſed, and 
ſome things which eſſentially do adhere thereumto)do indicate 
and declare, as well the diſcaſe as the place affeRed, as being 
the harbour and receptacle of the ſame,and vnto which the re- 
medies ought co be applyed.Now as concerning the accidents, 
ſome of them are called by the Greekes Epiphenomena, that is, 
ſuchas do appeare indeed, but vaniſh away againe before the 
diſeaſe be at an end:others againe called Pathognomenica,which 
being of the eſſence of the diſeaſe, do both begin and end with 
the ſame. And theſe be inſeparable and certaine fignes of the 
diſeaſe, the concourſe of which doth more certainly and truly 
declare ynto vs,the nature,manner,and kind of the diſeaſe, then 
any vrine can do, As a continual! feauer, together with a pric- 
king and ſtinging paine inthe fide, a great coughand ot 
neſle

nefle of breath, when as they concurre together, and come as 


it were all at one inſtant, are cuident and certaine ſignes of a 


Plenreſie.But other accidents which do after ſucceed,are called 
Epiphenomena ot Synedreononta, as if thou ſhouldeſt ſay, afleſ- 
ſors or aſſiſtants to the diſeaſe, vnto the which allo they are not 
inſeparably annexcd, nor yet haue their originall together with 
the ſame; but forthe moſt part,cicher ſcldome;or after a doubt - 
full manner,do accompanie the diſeaſe, not making vp the ſub- 
ance, buc certaine differences of diſeaſes. As in a Plenreſre 
a red, bloudic,or yet yellowiſh ſpittle,a paine extending it ſelfe 
tothe breaſt bone or neather part of the midrifje , watching, 
deliberation, and terrible dreames : theſe accidents are called 
aſſiſtant or accompanying , and do aeclare either the diffe- 
rence of the diſeaſe ; or elſe the mildnefſe or malignitie of the 
ſame, Now it behooueth the Phyſitian to ponder and expend 
with himſelfe 1n ſuch a concoutte of accidents equally, the 
ſtrength of every accident apart, and to compare together {uch 
as be dangerous, with the other which do promile greater ſecu- 
ritie, For it thoſe which are dangerous do vanquiſh and ouer- 
come the ſtrength and vigour of nature,cither by their force or 
number, then mayelt thou boldly pronounce , that danger is 
not farre from the doore. And againe on the contrary,if ſuch as 
do promiſe ſecuritie be of greater power then the former, then 


ſhall the ficke eſcape outof the deepe danger of Scy/aand Cha- * 


r79d:5,and by the vertue and power of a happy Cr:5r,faile forth 
into the hauenot health :and-that yet more aſſucedly, if in the 
meane time perfet fignes of concoRion ſhall appeare, A. 
mone(t ſuch {ſignes ſome are called Decretorie , or luaicatorie; 
other (1gnes of cruditie and concoQtion; others againe.do fore-

tell che ſecuritie or danger of the diſeaſe, Now the fignes of Signes of con-} 


concoQion, after the beginning of the diſcaſe is paſt ouer, and coction, 


the humours by meanes of the naturall heate, well concoRed, 
ſequeſtred, and ſeparated from that which is putride and cor- 
rupt , do appeare abour thetime of the increaſing or vigou: 
of the diſeaſe, inthe vrixe, ſpi:tle , ſuppuration of [mpoſtume: 
(which ts not vnlike vato concottion performed in the vines ) as al- 
ſoinorher exccetions: for the excretions of cuery part of the 
E ; body, 
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body, as alſo of the humours, which are nothing elſe bur the 
ſuperfluiries and relickes of concoftion,do ſhew foorth the in- 
diſpoſition of the ſame, Wherefore in the inficmities of the 
cheft,and inſtruments of reſpiration, a ſpittle white, eyen of an 
equall conſiſtence, is alwayes a good and laudable figne of 
concoQion. But if the ficke be not atall able to ſpirout any 
thing , then doth it ſhew foorth abſolute cruditic; and if he 
ſhould chancero ſpit a ſpittle without any mixture, being thin, 
wateriſh, & ot a leaden colcur, or of the colour of yerdigreaſe, 
it doth not onely argue cruditie, but doth alſo portend the vtrer 
ouerthrow of the patient. But the vrine being an excretion of 
the ſecond concoRtion, doth certainly ſhew foorth the crudity 
and concoCtion ot the humours contained in the yeines, guts, 
liver,and places adioyning, the ſaid parts being annoyed,cither 
with feauer , inflammation, Scirrhus, or yet any other diſtem= 
per whatſoeuer. For ifthe ſame both in colour and ſubſtance be 
like vato ſuch vrines as are viſually ſcene in perfeR health, ha- 
uing a reſidence white , euecn, and like ynto well concoRed 
mattcr, it doth truly witnefle vnto vs,not onely the concoRion 
of the diſeaſe, eſpecially in feaucrs , but alſo that thenatura!l 
force and power isa great deale fironger then the diſeaſe, and. 
therefore thar it is like to obtaine the viorie in the confli

48 vouch, that the vrine giueth notice of ſome infirmities of the 
place through which it paſleth , not primarily and principally, 
ut 
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but by accident, to wit, by reaſon of the contents thereof, which 
are nothing elſe but excretions proceeding from thoſe parts 
which do conueigh and carrie the vrine, Wherefore H:ppocra- 
re; witneſſerch,tnatif any do yoid by vrine, either graxel, or /ittle Prenct.lib.ex e- 
thinne ſcurfe, or matter like onto ſcales, or courſeſt dreſſings of bran, it, Preſ. ve! 
little gobbets of fleſh, cougealed bloud , matter or ſmall haires or Progneſt v or 
threeds, like unto the ſmall veines knit together vuder the crenees 7 - preakd, dow 
zaile; thele things declare that the bladder is annoyed with a nycrca finem, 
ſcab, and the kidneyes with the ſtone, ſuppuration , the rop=j 
ture of ſome veine,or ſome other infirmitie.But leſt any ſhould 
raſhly apoly the ſignes of vrine to any other then the atorena- 
med diſcafes,this famous father of Phyſitians doth adde imme- 
diatly: T ake heed therefore leſt thou be deceined , the party making 

uch an vrine whenthe bladder ts amiſſe; far thenſuch urines belons 
ot to the whole body, but onght tobereferred to the viadder onely, 
There is yet another fearefuli and dangerous diſeaſe belonging 
tothe kidneyes, called D:avete or Polaropſy; being an extraot= n;1!je. 
dinarie fluxe of the vriae, called ofthe Greckes by reaſon of 
this vnſatiable delire of drinking Dip/acrs, _ This diſcaſe is an« 
{werable to the diſeaſe called Lieateria : and for this cauſe they 
are concinually forced to dcinke,all which being nothing ar all 
changed, in colour, fub{tance, or in ſmell, rhey do voide forth 
againe as they receiuedir, and char by reaſon ofthe imbecillity | 
of thereturning and altering powers and faculti2s of the kid, © ; 
neyes. Now that1uch an vrine is the proper and parhognomo-N\ £ 
nicke ſigne of this diſeaſe, no man of vnderftanding;lI thioke, 
will denie. Followerh now the third fort. of ones of conco- 
Qion of ſuperfluities, to wit, the excretions of the beilic, be- 
Jonging to the firſt concoRion; the which being ſoft, faſhio- 
ned according to the concauitie of the guts, and ſomewhat 
faftencd or fiffe , bring alſo voydedatthe accuſtomed time, 
21d anſwering in proportionto the food receiued: thengas ſaith 
Hzppocrates,they do ſhew forth and declare the firength of the 
naturall faculties of the ſtomacke, together with the good di- 
geſtion thereof. Theſe three (orrs of ſuperfluities then giue par- 
ticular notice of theptoper Rate and diſpoſition of ſuch parts of 
rae bodie as they paſſe thotow, togeiiter with the irengrh of 
the 
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the naturall powers: and firſt the ſuperfluities of the meate. do 
argue and declare the force and ſtrength of the ſtomacke, For 
this cauſe the' Emperour eLutoninus his groomes of his ſtable 
did daily both taſte and ſmell to the ordure of his Rately horſe, 
knowne by his greene furniture, to know whether he had well 
digeſted his food or not, Now thevrines are fignes of the ſtate 
of the bloud in the verrer, and diſpoſition of the Liner, which 
is appointedto be the hote harth or kitchin for concoRion of 


# the hurnours. The ſpirtle in diſeaſes of the cheſt, is vnto vs a 


figne and token of concoRtion or cruditie: and thoſe of the firſt 
ſort, to wit, of cruditie, are for the moſt part euill, and often 
proue very dangerous : the others againeare often meſſengers 
of an healthfull and long looked for cr:/#5: whence is this ſaying 
of Hippocrates : Concoftion doth portend and ſignific both the ſpee- 
dineſſe of the criſe and aſſured health : but on the conmtrarie , craditic 
doth menace and threaten either the breaking forth of ſome tumonry, 
or great ſwelling, or el[e ſome great paine or griefe, or yet arelapſe 
snto the ſame diſeaſe againe. There are yer many moe decretorie 
fignes which concerne the future cr#ſe, as alſo diuerſe progno- 
ſticke fgnes foreſhewing life or death , the full explication of 
which would rather require a great volume then an Epiſtle (the 
which haue bene exaQly deſcribed by Hippocrates,) but eſpeci- 
ally the intricate ſignes of prediQtion by the pulſe , as alſo the 
ſignes both of the diſeaſe it ſelfe, and of the place affeRed or 


, intereſſed; the which alſo I willingly paſſe oner, by reaſon that 


their power, force, efficacie, and ſignification,doth depend vp- 
pon the {ignes of concoQtion ; neither are there any amongſt all 
the fignes of concoRion more neceſſarie for the Phyſitians vſe, 
then theſe pathopromonicke fignes, Andtell me, I pray thee, 
how ſhall the Phyfitian euer be able ro cure vncouth and vn- 
knowne diſeaſes, vnleſſe the pathognomonicke fignes firſt lay 
chem open to his view and confideration ; inthe finding out of 
which, the ancients tooke ſo great paines, as hath bene ſaid al- 
readie. But ſince it is not the worke of the Phyſitian, but of na- 
ture, to concoG and cure diſeaſes, it ſhall be very needfvll for 
the Phyfitianto know aſſuredly the vigor and firength of the 
naturall power and force , whether it be like to ouercome the 

diſeaſe, 
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diſeaſe, or to faint vnderthe burden of it , by which meanes we 
ſell arraine ynto more certaine and aſſured fignes of life and 
ceath, then euer did thoſe ſoorhſayers and wizards, waom the 
Romanes did maintaine for the benefic of tiicir ſicke people; 
whoie prophecies and prediftions no man of ſound indgement 
will euer belceue to containe any matter of trivh, But ſuch 
prognofticke fignes 3s are colleed from concottion, are fo 
firme and ſure, that Ga/en doth boaſt and brag, that he was ne- 
uer by chem deceiued, Now our pifle-prophet Phyfirzans are 
either vtterly ignorant of them, cr elſe notwicthfianding ſec 
light by racm : who, notwithſtanding, fitting idle at home, are 
nothing at all aſhamed, by the vrine alone to deiiuer their Dela 
phras oracles concerning all diſeaſes : who neverthelefle, haue 
neuer ſo much astafted of this ſo noble part of Phayſicke called 
diagnoficke , without the which the cther”, to wit, therapert- 
ticke, can neuer ſubfilt : yet are they neither aſhamed to aſiume 
ynto themſelues the cure of vnuknowne diſcaſes,nor yet to arro- 
oateand yſurpe the name of Phylitians, Farewell, aud write 
backe vnto me againe, after what merhodand order this dig» 
noſticke part of Pinyſicke ought to be both written and caught, 
Thus farre Langirs, 

We will now proceed to ſome moe authorities, prouing the 


impoſture committea by fome, afluming to themſelues the 
Skill of diſcerniug any diſeaſe by the inſpection of the vrine< 


onely ; and then will we produce fome amthorities to tell vs 
what diſeaſcs may by the vrine be ſeene, and how in the yeric 
ſame we may ſometimes be deceiuec, 

From the premuſjes it way plainly apteare, how eaſily ſuch Phyſe- 
trans are deceived, who truſt roomnch to the inagement of the urine 
oncly : for ſuch may well be compared to the vultar ſort of people, who 
are of opinion that not onely the aiſeaſc it (clfe,but enen the primitine 
or exteruall cauſe may alſo be ſeene inthe ame: as did appeare b 7 that 
clowne who reprocied avery learucd Phyſitian, becanſe he could not 
aiſcerne his cart and oxen in his wrine. Now that this our aſſertion 
7s true,t may eafily appeare, mthat the 2rine may alter and change 
vpon aluterſe occaſions : as by the quantitie and qualitie of diet : by 
reaſon of exceſſine motion ; by plentiful evacuation, &c, 
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Of the erroning audprepoſterous indgement of

felt health: or if at any time it hapned to ſwerue from the fore(aid 
perfeition , that it then appeared no more corrupted or infeited 
then ordinarily we do behold it in the Janndiſe, feauer, or any ſuch 
Like diſeaſe. The like alſo 1 may truly pronounce of the wrine , on 
the which the vulgar ſort doth ſomuch dote. In the ſame ranks 
may I alſo with good right place the pulſe, whoſe change and 
alteration toenquire after, were to ſearch for a knot in aruſh, &'c, 
But now let vs proceed to a point ſurpafſing vulgar capa- 
citie, and which will ſeeme to many a ſtrange Paradox, or 2 
tale of Robin: Hood: my meaning is concerning women with 
child , whether by the vrine onely conception may be diſcer- 
ned: thc which point, howbeir it hath bene touched in our 
former diſcourſe ; yet becauſe this is ſo inueterate an error 
that hardly can it be expelled our of the mindsof many, I will 
ivfilt a little rhe longer vpon the ſame, intreating a little thy 
patience { gentle Reader ) and I hope thou ſhalt not afterwards 
repent thee of this paines.

A Sin many other things, ſo inthis point alio con- 
z Cerning the conceprion , Ignorance and error

D the bare inſpeQion of the vrine onely , cell whe 
23 ther a woman be with child orno,and whether of 
a male or female,is thought by many not to merit the name of 
a learned and skilfull Phyfirian. The which hath made many, 
leſt they ſhould be diſcredited among the vulgar, cunningly 
ſometimes to learne what they could concerning other ſipnes 
of conception, and vpon thefight of the rrine,make them be» 
leeue they had found out the whole truth by meanes thereot : 
and others againe, when as they could learne notoing , baue 
ypon ſome preſumptions and probabilities put ail ro the ven- 
tre, and told chem that which they moſt longed attcrs and if 
the pred:Rion happened right, then was this perſon admired 
as more then a mortall man: butifotherwiſe, then might he 
looke for a raocke or flout for his paines, beſides the impura« 
tion of ignorance and inſufficiencie, Howbeit tome are yer 
more cunning then others, to imputerhe fault to foine othe; 
accident, by this meanes (ti|l maintaining the ignorant in tacir 
former error. This hath bene a great meanes that hithertothe 

cople hath bene gulled,hauing conceiued a ſiniſter and wrong 
opinio of the honeſt & learned Phyſitian, who would nor footh 
them vp intheſame errour. For the better contatation of this A

point, my purpoſe is,firſt tro propound iome reaſons againſt the vinciog that b 
ſam? : and in the next place ſhall march ſore authorities of the the fole inſpe- F 
learned: and in the latplace ſomething ſhall be added out of ton of the y- 
mine owne experience, Now in the firſt place, according ro wy Cannot 
the common rule ſer downe , and confirmed by a number of pr Fu gigs 
learned writers, That the wrine erdinarily giueth vs notice of ſuch qr "wh erin 
diſcaſes as are contained within the vrines , 4s alſo of ſuch places child orno, 
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through which it paſſeth, it1s apparent, thatthe conception par- 
ticipateth of neither, For inthe firſt place, ic is apparent and 
manifeſt, that the matrix or wombe is none of thoſe parts con- 
trained within the veines; neither yet in the next place, dorh 
the vrine paſſe through the ſame, How then is it poſſi dle to yer- 
ceiue any infirmitie of this part by the vrine? Now beſides, 
the bladder and the wombe are two diſtinCt and ſeuerall parts, 
appropriated to ſeuerail ends and vics, And put yer the caſe 
that ſometimes ſomething might be, by reaſon of the neare« 
neſſe of the. two orifices, conueyed through the common paſ- 
ſage, yet this would but feJdome cometo paſſe. And moreouer 
in women with child this conueyance could not be granted, in 
regard of the exaQ ſhutting vp of the aforeſaid paſſage during 
the whole time of this burden , inſomuch that the leaft ſuper. 
Quitie can then haue no paſlage, as witneſſeth Galen in diuers 
places, Now if any will deny the truth of this point, inthe firſt 


lace I anſwer, that as I grant that ſometimes there way be, 


notwithſtanding that which hath bene ſaid , ſome euacuation 


during that time, and that ſome part of the ſame matter might 
be conueyed into the bladder, yet this cometh to paſſe bur ve- 
ry ſeldome, and ina few, And againe, this would make more 
3cainſtthem: for all that is by the learned at the moſt granted 
in this caſc is, that the vrine may ſometimes declare aretention 


-= and (tcpping of the menſiruous fluxe , whereof if any part du- 
/iing their being with child is voyded foorth ( as ſometimes 


ſome women haue ſome to ſpare ) the vrine can no more de- 
clare any Roppage of this fluxe, and by conſequent nothing 
concerning the conception , vnlefſe thou wovuldeſt imagine 
that there be certaine zdcas or ſhapes and pictures of young 
children conueyed at that time intothe vrines of women witch 
child. And yet ifthis were true, who told theſe vrine-mongers 
thatthe wombe daunced attendance on the bladder , to voyde 
cheir ſcuerall excretions at one and the ſame time ? But put yer 
the caſe that ſome part of this menſtruous fuxe, now and then 
ifſuing out atthe common conduit with the vrirc, might ſhew 
vs ſomething , yet could it notfollow, but that a number of 0- 
ther fignes were alſo neceſlatie, as hereafter ſhall appeare. 
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Their chiete ring-leader Afnarins himſelfe , confefſeth that 
the yrine alone 1s not able to leade vs ynto this truth. Moxeo- 


uer Ariſtotle acknowledgeth, that the vrines of women with Ari/.4.degener. 


child do differ according tothe time tnat is palt ſince the con- 
cention; fo that there is not one certaine vrine whereon to re- 
pol: our iudgement, And according tothe opinion of diverſe 
others,the vrines of women with chuld alter almoRt euery day. 
One oi thete viinzs therefore ſhall never give notice of the con- 
ception, al:hough it might be ſometimes diſcerned by the, v- 
rine. And is not this abſurcitie,to preſume to know that by one 
ſigne, which many ioyned together can hardly declare vnto vs? 
D:uerſe contents are ſer downe by ſome authors foliowing 
eAntcenna, which are {aid to be found in-fuch vrimes, which ne- 
uerchelefle, haue bene often obſerved as well in the vrines of 
citizens as countrey people of the malexinde, who Iam ſure, 
were neuer ſo much as ſuipeRed to be with child, A certain pra- 


flicall Profeſſor of the vntner(ity of Pi{a in Italte ( ſaith Seriboning) Guil, Adolph, 


a oraue ancient Phyſitiangwas wont to ſay that ſuch as trujFcd moſt to 
the preation, were moſt of al deceined; and yet he nener yet mn hys 
tife time had ovſerued any ſuch wrines in women with child , as Ant- 
cenna deſcriveth: and that mareoner he had often obſerned ſuch 
contents tw m7ns 2rmes, Ade yet this argument to the former, 
that the conception, 88 ai{othe further growth of the child jn 
the wombe, 15 properly a naturall ation, andno diſeaſe art all: 
for this cauſe thcir vrines ought to differ little 6r nothing from 
other healthful womans waters, c{peciaily in the firſt moneths, 
as I have my telfe often obſeru :d, Againe what if a woman with 
caild be furprited with forne acate diſcaſe,zs commeth often to 
maſſe, will this then thinke you, make no alteration inthe v- 
rinc? Andifchere were any certainty in this figne alone, what 
nceded our Phyſicians trouble themſelves with fo many? and 
oftccatimes all will nor ſerue the turne, Let it therefore re- 
maine armeand flable, that no certainty can be colleed by 
the ſole obſeruation of this figne, and that to maintaine the 
ſame, is nothing eiſe but meerc impoſture and cozenage, Put 
eat this is not mine owne prinare opinion onely, I will now 
make it appeare: heare therefore ſome of our learned Phyti- 
ans 
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ans deliver their owne minds, that out of the mouth of man 
witneſſes this truch may be confirmed.

Haue 
wenot now adayes more then a good many whoſe God is their 
guts, Frzoes conſumere nati,on whole vrines thou mighteſt long 
looke, betore thou couldſt diſcerne any thing materiall or to 
the purpoſe? As for our women, what if their Liver and Kid- 
meyer be hote, as I haue not ſeldome oblerucd, may not this 
bring forth an high water? and will not obſtruRions eafily de- 
priue it of contents, Bur eſpecially if theſe women be well ac. 
quainted with a pipe of Tobacco, a cup of good ſherry Sacke, 
Malago,or Canary,or yet a cup of good nappy Ale well brewed 
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with ſugar, nurmegge and ginger, may itnot nowand then not 
onely colour the vrines,but make thei faces A vuriſh with ſome 
orientali cabuncles and rubies? Beſides the former reaſons, 
will not faſting, watching, perturbations oithemind, (het in 
quantitieand quailite, with diverfe other taings3 moe, alter the 
vrine as wellin man a5 10 woman?

interrogations,ifthou meete with 2n vnderftanding meſſenger, 
and the vrine ſet ata convenient time, and all other circum» 
Nances oblerued (which nevertheleſle, ſeldome or ncuer con- 
currealrogether) and thou thy ſelte being wiſc and vnderſtan- 
ding, mayeſt perhaps,learne ſomething concerning the ſtate of 
the diſeaſe, as cruditie and concoRion ; and it may be, ſome 
moe circumſtances, and yet the firength of the patient ( which 
is moft materiall, and the yulgar neuer able to judge of the 
ſame)

@Þ F ever vrine proucd a firumpet, it is of all other 
parts of the vrine moſt apparently ro be ſeene in 
2 che colour. For as ſometimes ſoine of the moſt 
infamous ſtewes flrumpets, inteRed it may be, 
Cy With the pox?, do moſt curiouſly decke and a- 
dorne, by curious painting, ſumptuous apparell, end ſuch other 

: enticing trickes, their lothſome and filtnijc carkafles,to the end 

they may more eaſily deceive ſuch as will be caught in their 

ſnares : doth it not often fare eu'n ſo with the colour of the y« 

rine? For oftentimes when they make the faireſt ſhew, doth nor 

euen death knocke at the doore? My purpole is nor here to 

make any phyloſophicall diicourſe concerning the cauſes of co- 

lours in generall, and then to apply the ſame to vrines in parti. 

cular, and ſo to infilt vpon each ſeuerall colour for this might 

proue too tedious, and perhaps, not ſo pertinent to the purpoſe 

we have inhand. And yet, notwithſtanding , I will ſay ſome- 

thing ofeach of the chiete and principall colours; by the which 

it may more cafily be conceiued, that the like deceit may be 

Palew and light ſeene inthe others like vnto them. Now my purpoſe is to begin 
laffroncolow. with that colour which is the beſt of all others, being as it were 
the rule and ſquare whereby.we do diſcerne and judge of the 
tailings and defeRs of all the reſt, This colour is called io Latin 
Subrufus, ſubanrews, or ſubcrocews : and in Engliſh, palew, or 
light faftron, This colour our Phyfitians do generally account 
the beſt of all others, and chat it beſt betokeneth exaR conco- 
Aion, Neither yet muſt this firſt and beſt colour arguing good 
concoRion, be {imply and in it ſelfe {o conſidered, but reſtrai- 
ned to flouriſhing age. For in old men, women and children, 
(whole vrines, eſpecially childrens, do commonly decline to- 
wards white and pale)it dotn hetoken that their bodies are teo 
hote, eicher by reaſon of diet,exerciſe or ſome other meanes. 
But if one ſhould bring vnto thee ſuch an yrine , how couldft 


 thoy 
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thou tell whether it were an old ora yong mans, a womans or a 
childs, tne meſſenger not acquainting thee wich the particular 
circumſtances? It may be thou wilt ſay, the contents will make 
che caſe cleare, I anſwer, that many cauſes may d.priue them of 
contents in part or altogether, as hereafter ſhall appeare in the 
contents:and how the ſubſtance may alter,hath bene ſaid alrea- 
dic. The common opinion is,the higher the colour is the grea- 
ter heat is argued; which opinion to be moſt falſe & errontous, 
ſhall hereafter in other colours appeare.Beſides,may not alittle 
extraordinarie watching, faſting,rheubarb, ſaffron, madder roots, 
or ſuch like, colour the vrine without any cxceflſe of hear? And 
will che ſeucrall ſeaſons of the yeare produce no alteration in 
the vrine? that I ſay nothing of an infinite number of other cau- 
ſes, which may in like manner alter them. But one Genification 
of ſuch a coloured vrine I cannot here paſſe by, which I remem- 


ber 1 once read in an Engliſh vrine booke :to wit, that a maide Called the key 
which more an vrine of this colour, defireth the companie of of ynknowne 


a man, Doth notour maiſter vrine-monger now diue into the 
depth of the matter? Burt good man, I know what, I canaſſure 
thee that Tomand Drcke in the countrey can tell as well, that 
AMaudthe dairy maide would be married,by the refleRed rayes 
and benigne aſpeQs of her ſuperiour orbs ypon their hemi- 
ſphzrs, and the ſuffering ſome ſyllibub3 and ſome other com- 
modities committed co her cuſtodie , now and then to come 
into their poſſeſſion; by this mean2s hindering her miftreſſe to 
further her ſe}fe in her ſuite: as the molt cunning piſſe+propher 
1 all the countrie ſh3ll do by che vrine, if he had as many eyes 
as cuer had that watchfull ſrg , or his noſe weighed downe 
with ſpeRacies, The ſangmine and bet complexioned (which by 
conſequence ſhould produce the bet vrines) are not alwayes 
the molt amorous. Many asill coloured drabs asever any hath 
ſeene, have not ſometimes bene behind the beſt compiexioned 
Gentlewoman inthe land in ſuch a caſe, And it is held by many 
that ſuch are for the moſt part ſo/aces.

toattaine vnto, and of great aifficultte : for ſometimes ut commeth ts 
paſſe that the-urine,as well in colour as in all other. points doth ſhew it 
felfe of a very lardable condur to the view of any radictous eye when, 
netwithſtauding , acath ſtandeth at tie doore: thereaſon of this be- 
ing,that all [caſes are not eaſily aiſcerued, nor yet the dangers of 
them perceined by thewrine alone; but ſuch eſpecially as hane their 
being in the bladder, veines, kidneyes and Liner, As it came topaſſe 
ann 1581. inayong man about 24. yeares of age newly marricd. 
T his yong mass vrine being as well in colour as contents qneft like vn- 
ta an healthful wrme , he being neither deprined of his accuſtomed 
appetite, either to meate or drinke, neither troubled with exceſſine 
heageach, thirſt, watching , anxiety and toſſing of his body too and 
fro; nor yet diſtempered with any noyſome heate which might by fees 
ling be diſcerned, The pulſe notwithſtanding , being weake, frequent 
and (wift with great mequalitie aud feebleneſſe, gane vs ſome 
contectures of I know not what kinde of feaner, the which now ard 
then was not without ſome exacerbations, Hence was I of opinion, 
that the vitall facultie did then by lutle ana little accay ; the wſe and 
neceſſitie whereof in enery attion of thus life ts not withamt great cau'e, 
thought te be of ſuch werght and moment that not onely dath it uſſice 
a matter for the reſt, but aoth alſo ſtirre wp and perfec@the ſame, in 
cheriſhing them after a moſt kinde and effettuall manner, tn ſomuch 
44 no part of the body can emoy the benefit of nonriſhment without the 
$afluence of this vitall facultie, T hu yong man therefore , being now 
wholly deprined of the ſaid ſpirits, it was no marnell if nature now de- 
caying, and wine, by the counſell of a certaine Phyſitian, being denied 
hums nov for certaine dayes , be ard upon the eight day make an cx- 
change of tas cottage of clay for a farre better and happier imberi- 
Fance. 
But to omit many other ſtories by my {.lfe and others ob- 
ſerued, which would yet moſt pregnantly prooue and confirme

| dangerous ma- feſtly and plainly appeare. In the foreſaid yeare, being generally 


moiſt forthe moſt part ; the Winter not Winter like, furniſhed 
| with 
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with ſuch froſts and tempeſtuous ſtormes , as are not vnſcaſo- 
nable for that time of the yeare ; it came to paſſe that beſides 
the ſmall poxe, meaſels, and diuers other difeaſes, there reig- 
ned not onely in Northamptonſhire , but in many other places 
of the kingdome, a certaine kind of maligne, it not peſtilen- 
tiall feauer, the which, by reaſon it {wcepr away th- luſheft 
people of either ſexe, we may, and that not without good rea» 
ſon, call ic Stoup galant, In this diſeaſe, as cometh often alſo 
to paſſe in others of the like nature, the vrines of ſome, ſuch as 
lived nor long after, did appeare tothe eye, both for colour 
and contents, of as laudable a condition as the vrine of the 
ſoundeſt and healthfulleft man in this kingdome, But among 
many I will mention bur one, whereof I my ſelfe was an eyc- 
witneſlie, 

Theſe foreſaid feaners in the towne of Northampton, and places: 
adwyning, m the Spring of the yeare were very frequent , fierce and 
furious : towards Sommer they began ſomen hat to relent , reaſſu- 
rung their former fierceneſſe towards the Harneſt quarter. 1[n the 
aboue named yeare and quarter, about the latter end of September, a 
married woman of good account and reputation , linmg within this 
towne of Northampton, was (urpriſed with the foreſaid feaner : of 
thewhich, becauſe at the firſt it aſſunted her after the manner of an 
interouttent Terttan ague, ſhe made but (mall reck-rming but after 
the ſpace of three or foure dayes, fearing that which afterward: came 
$0 paſſe, being alſo hereunto perſwaded by ſome of her friends , ſhe 
vſed the aduiſe of another Phyſitian and my /elfe. In a few dayes 
were by us admmaſtrea all ſuch meames , as ether tn rea{on or our 
daily. experience we thought fitteſt to expell the cauſe of her diſeaſe, 
and reftore her to her former health ag4ine, But contra vim mor. 
tis, non eſt medicamen it hortis. Fherefore at length difchar- 
ging that debt which all the ſannes of Adam owe, ſhe was freed from 
the miſeries of this mortal life, and entred intothepeſſeſſion of a bet« 
ter.

Nether yet 1s ut without reaſon that 
the noyſome humonr t« ſo (coured away, to the end that the ſtate and 
conftttation of the body, compoſed of and cheriſhed by ſuch an humor,

Another. 1 did once ſee a Knights vrine of a very blacke colour, who not- 
Guil, Adolph, withſtanding, was not ſicke at ail, and much leſſe in danger of death, 
Scriben, 1,b.ds Aoaine alittle after. There was alſoa youg ſcholler, who being free 
vrinar, inſpethe from any diſeaſe, voyded ſometimes wrine of ſo blacke a celowr , that 
whoſoeuer aid ſeeit, aid ſuppoſe it to be inke,

cholie,at firſt was of a blackiſh colourlike ymo ipke, comming 
afterwards to a blewiſh, andat laſt to its owne naturall colour 
apaine, 

Angtber, I'ma my ſelfe very familiarly acquainted with areverend and 
grave Dinine,who liucd ſometime in thu towneof Northampton,who 
aig at diners times, yet lining inperfeft healta, voyde great abun-

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dance of blacke vrine. Aud yet along time before his death , nor yet 
during the time of bis ſickaeſſe, I neuer knew hir: 109d any of that co- 
loar. 


That this blacke vrine may prooue a criticall excretion, not Blacke vrines 
in acute diſeaſes, but eucn in ſuch as are not partakers of that critical in divers 
violence ; as in diſeaſes of the/þ/cere and br4yeyes, cannot be de- Viales, 
nied, &c.

neuer perhaps lee any ſaned afier thevoyding of ſuch an vrine, 
yet have diverſe other of no ſmall note and fame fince his time 
ſeene and obſerued the ſame 2 for the which cauſe it ought not 
ſorruch to be condemned ; nay not if thou wouldeſt euen tye 
thine aſſertion to acute diſeaſes: yea though thou ſhouldeſt yer 
further ſuppoſe many other bad and dangerous fignes to con- 
curre with the ſame. For beſides Rhaſer, «Auicenna, and «Are 
ariuz, Hippocrates himſelfe, in his epidemicall hiſtorics, did ob» 
ſcrue, that ſome with ſuch vrincs did recouer, The vrine there -

After T had continnea avout the ſpace of two yeare; in France,and 
lining at that inſtant inte towne of Foatenay te compte, in the Pro- 
ace of Polen, avant the latter end of [ wly , 7 was (arpri ca nwith a 
baſtard Tertian anne, witch thee continueng for the ſpace of three 
weekes, yet without any mwoleut accidents, I did at the firft conternne, 
Afier the forejaia pace , the eneme aſſaulting me move fiercely then 
at fir, and that by reaonbling ef the former fus,bemg now of a [rwrole 
Tertian become a doaote | armed my ſelfe nuh ſuch weapons as were 
fut to encontniter wits fo fur an aduerſarte. After thevſe of diners 
fit and groper *ermzares for tne extwpationofthe forcſataufirnine, I 
V5y4ed for the ſpace of three or fruare axyes together great ſtore » 
chicks Uarkiſh vrine fig unto inks, at the firft fight whereaf (has 
ung read ſomething before m Hippocrates, concerning the aanger of 
ſach wrines) I was ſomething af» aid ; but afi er more mattre delibee 
ration Trejtea better ſatisfied. I remember 1 had for ccrtatne dayes 
together arunk, of an tnfnſion wherem was (ome quantitte of Sexe 
leanes, wich as it feerncts by the attratlion of the humany of that 
colonr did dye the wine therewith, Unto this ertticall excretion ras 
frortly after aaacd anther: te wit, a violent lagke , not wiihunt the 
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mixture of ſome bloud, which lafted at leaſt for the ſpace of a fall 


forthnight, aud which did at length waſt away the mateer of the diſ- 


eaſe before the app roching of Winter ; howbezx the mmbecillutie of my 
bodre w & (uch that I reconerednot my fail former ſtrength agame 
vntil the Spring following. : 

I pane vpon a time to a patient of mine (ſaith Crato) much trou- 
bled with the blacke Iaunadiſe, ſome Bezoar ſtane , andafier a lutle 
while he voided preat ſtore of orme as blacke as inke;by which weaues 
the patient found great eaſe. 

Rhaſes reporteth an hiſtoric of a woman that came to him, who 
voyded blacke vrines , and withall complamed much of a paine in her 
loynes, and alwayes vpon the moyding of ſuch an vrine ſhe found im- 
mcdiatly eaſe. But after awhute ſhe fell mto a night feaner accom- 

anied with ſome ſhinering. This woman was of a melancholicke 
complexion , whom [ perfetlly cured by ſuch meancs as pronoke v« 
vine 

The ſonne of Angelus borne at Ancona (as relaterh Amatus) 
being but fine yeares of age, ſomewhat fat ef body, being, as his pa- 
rents ſuppoſed, carefully looked vnto both for atet and other things 
callednot naturall;became norwith$Fanding fill of hard (cabs ,accoms 
panied with au vicer-tthe matter alloner hs head and necke, and for 
dinerſe dayes did runne preat ſtore of this putrid matter from the 

oreſaid ſores. But after a moneths ſpace this child voyded abumaauce 
of thicke blacke wrine for the ſpace of three dayes together, not with- 
out ſome acrimome and ſharpneſſe , accompanied with a pane im hu 
yard, yet without any feauer. T bu child did m a very (bort time af- 
ter reconer ; neither would I ſuffer any thing to be applyedto his head 
fer caring of bus ſcabs, which aid very ſhortly beake of it ſelfe. Now 
this vrine proud to be inthis child cruicall for the remouall of this 
inſurmte. | 
It may then plainly appeare, how little truſt we are to repoſe 
in theſe v1 ines more then any other, either in ſickneſſe or in 
healch;and how eaſily the Phyfitian may be deceiued, who ſhall 
ive too much credit thereunto. And who can tell by the fight 
of ſuch a blacke vrine onely, whether it be critical] as we ſay,or 
{ymptomarticall , denouncing danger in an acute diſeaſe? This 
the other circumſtances, eſpecially the fight of the patient, 
(wherc= 
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(whereby thou mayeſt more eafily conſider of his Rrength 
then by the ſight of a thouſand vrines ) muſt bring to thy con-

As for thefirſt, it Genifieth accor- 
ding to our Writers, abundance of choler 2duft, and of a ma» 
ligne qualitie, and almoft readieto be turned into blacke, be- 
ing d: ily more and more parched and burnt vp, Andcom- 
monly | in che beſt 1gnification it Ggnifiech aduſtion of the hu- 
mours, long con: inuance and p-r{euerance of the ſame. And 
ſoineiimcs cold in extreameſt degree, as was faid before of 
blacke, ond then is mortall : e' ſpecially if Icaden colour and 
blacke follow ſucceſſiue!y at divers times , pulſe feeble , with 
thirſt or ſhort breath. Sometimes againe a Quotidian ague and 
yellow Jauadife , eſpecially with ar ague, And howbcir theſe 
vrines often proue dangerous, yet is not the caſealwayes alike: 
for ſometimes this colour mzy be alſo ſcene in ſound & health- 
full bodies, Galen doth wiliingly confetle the ſame, Coolericke 
peope (laith * which faſt long, ao oftentimes make greene and fie- 
rie coloured Urines, And tat feeding vpon certaine kinds of 
toode, may produce {ſuch an vrine, this enfuing hiſtoric may 
ealily deciare, 

T here was a certaize T hyſitian, who hauing fed on ſome nouriſh» 
ment of that colcnr, aid aft Fs THY v0jd an urine of the ſame colour, 
which he ſent to anether Piyfi yo tian, to fi out his opinion concerning 


« the ſame. This other Phyſitian gane ont his wer/ic? concermng the 


great danger this wrine did threaten the owzer. But the other ſen- 
ding him backe word againe, that vpen the feeding on ſuch and (uch 
food it was no vacomts thing for him to v2ya ſuch an urine: and 
withall adniſed him not to prononece his opinzon ſo peremptorily vpou 
the colour of the urine onel Ye 
The other ſort of greene vrines 15a light popiniay ercene, 
called alſo an oylie vrine : that is, ſuch whoſe ſudiance is clams 
mie andthicke , as oyl: or fat molten. It commonly fignifieth 
colliquation, and walling of the fat within man or woman, 2s 
proceeding from exc efſtue heate. And yer ſuch vrines,if b] acke 
v:ines went before , fignificch healch at hand. Ific come ſud- 
denlyandin a ſhort time , it argueth the colliquation or wa- 
ſting of the kidneyes only, The higher this colour is,the warſe 
they commonly holdir. Butl will dwell nolonger vpon this 
colour, (ince the yncertaintiethereot may be colleed by that 


which 
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As for aſh-coloured or leaden coloured vrines,they have not 
alwayes one and the fame fignification more then the former. 
If an vrive of this colour bethicke, and greene coloured vrine 
went before, it tgnifieth extreame heate and burning: if pale 
coloured vrine went before,it doth portend cxtreame cold and 
mortification. This kind of yrine may alſo proceed from the 
afluxe of melancholicke humours, or eiſe by reaſon of great 
blowes or (iripes: and then it may prooue a good figne, the ex- 
pulfiue power expelling ſuch refidence towards the bottome. 
In feauers an vrine of this colour without any ſetling or reſi- 
dence, is aſigne of death, Butin a burning feauer it doth por- 
end 2 Strangurie, The ſame cautes which did produce blew 
vrines, do alſo bring foorth this colour , but that in this all 
things are more violent. Sometimes ſuch an vrine is a figne of 
the blacke Taundiſe proceeding from melancholy, But then ir 
portends health , eſpecially if it be voyded in any great quan- 
titie and thicke in ſubſtance, by reaſon of the evacuation of 
ſuch rthicke humours. Ic is then apparent that theſe colours 
Genifie not alwayes one certaine thing, but ſometimes quite 
contrary. For the which cauſe it is no matuell if a Phyfitian 
who ſhould ſettle his iudgement ſolely thereupon, might cafily 
be deceiued, |

Hiſtone, About ſome cicht or mime yeares ago, there came to mea yeomar 
of Northampton ſhire , bringing with Lim biz orine which well nigh 
filled the rinall , being a5 cleare as any cryſtal, without any contents 
at all, except (ome few motes, ſuch as they ſay are foundin the wrines 
of women withchild, And becauſe I didſee ſo great oas betmixt his 
complexion and his vrine(he being indifferent well coloured in regard 

ef the urine , howbeit neare ſiftie yeares of age ) not ſuspetting this 
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wrine to be hit owne, began to enquire ſome circumſtances concerning 
the ſame, as namely the time of continuance. At length he freely and 
of his owne accord confeſſed, that the urine was hu owne , and that 
abone the ſþace of ſrxe yeares bj3-paſt his urine had not altered nor 
ebanged from that I 414 now ſceit, He added moreoner,that he felt 
neither griefe nor trouble in his bodie , as betng able to go about hes 
erdinarie employments and workes of his calling; that he was n w aud 
then troubled with ſom: wind'tn hu ſtomach , and that he himj{elfe 
wondered not a littls at the loug conttnance of his vrine after this 
manner. 1 gaue him aireflions againſt obſtrutttons and cruatier, 
with ſome things for the ſtrengthening of his ſtomach, and nener ſiace 
beard any more newes of him, 

Thelike vrine have I often obſerued in many other caſes,and 
will inſtance bur in one: to wit, an hyſterical paſſion, com- 
monly called che mother. 


Some ten yeares ago T had incure a young maid, much moleſted Anciler, 


with that diſeaſe which is commonly called the Mother. For foure 
dayes together, from twelue of the clocke at noone tall night , her fits 
were ſo violent and tedious, and the mterm:iſſtons ſo ſhort , that bot! 
ber fathey and «ther friends tocke ( as they thanght ) their laſt leaur 
of her. In her time of intermiſſion, or rather remiſſton, when (he was 
moſt ſenſible of her ſelfe, ſp vayded almoſt a chamberpot full at atime 
of thinne cleare vrine, like vato (fring-water, without any manner of 
contents diſcernable to the ſharpeſt eye-ſight,and this commonly forre 
or fine times 311 an afternooneand that auring the dayes of the fonre » 


ſaid fits. But being afterwards freed from this infirmitic , foe was 


lizewiſe freed fromthe aforementioned accident. Nether did 1 eucr 


ſince tat time kaow her troublea wit "2 ths diſeaſe, ſaue once nce ſhe 


was married, and yet was nothing in regard of the former ex* 
tremitlle,

Hippocrates, in the late alledged place, doth include very 
thicke vrines,of whatſocucr colour they be, within the ſame de- 
gree of danger. And Gale himſelte ſeemeth to ſecond this o- 
pinion, auerring that the thicker an vrine is, the more danger 
hath he moſt commonly obſerued in the fame. Rondeleties af- 
firmeth,that white vrines which are not tranſparent, but thicke 
almoſt like vnto milke, do fignifie abundance ofphlegme, and 
ſecondarily wormes, the falling-ficknefſe, head-ach, pallie, 
conuulfions, great coldnefle of the naturall parts; and finally, 
all manner of diſeaſes proceeding from phlegme. If ſuch an y- 
rine then were offered to thy view and conſideration, good 
maſter yrine-monger,for which of theſe diſeaſes wouldeſt thou 
oiue out ſentence? Therc being many moe phlegmaricke dif- 
eaſes beſides thelaſt rehearſed ; and many of them proceeding 
from otherccauſes , muſt by conſequent be accompanied with 


. other vrines : yea andin the ſame caule the vrine may by diuers 


meanes not be the ſame, And thele thicke vrines ſometimes ac-

not a little to cleare this point in hand. By ebeſe fat vrines ( ſarh 712 42 inſpert 
hz) ſome as teach vs thatwe may eably diſcerne and know all the 
kinds of a feaner Heilicke, by reaſon it ſfrujucth a waſting and melts 
ting of the parts of the boate, But wartſaener reaſon werender of the ;_4: breſarit.ex 
ſame, G alen notwithſtanding tn expreſſe words affirmath,that the ws pul 
rine of ſuch as are ſurpriſed with a feaner Heilickhe hath no certzine 

ſoanification. Experience alſo aoth teach vs, that (ame being of acha- 

lersche coniitsrim of voy, as aiſo ſuch as bane eaten fat meales, Or 

han fat kidnejes, 2ſe often to make fat vrines. What reaſons there 

then th pronounce either afeauer Heiticke, or yet any waſting or con- 

ſumptiton thereby?

Many of my friends and patients haue voyded vrines 
with this tat like a ſpiders web floring on the top for diuerſe 
yeares together and yet were neuer lubieQ to any conſump- 
tion Or Waſting, either in tne whole bodie or their kidneyes, 
And how eafily one may be deceiued inthele fat vrines, may by 
this which followeth appeare. | 

It 15 not yet fullthree yeares ſince I had under my care tn North 
ampton towne aconulrey woman aiſeaſed if that infirmitie which we 
cal Lienter ia, or the luxe of the ſtomacke whom one day viſiting,

PA N the firſt place we are to obſerue, that all vrines 
A *renotaccompanied with contents, bur many 


LA depriued of them; which may proceed from dis 
A uerſe cauſes, As namely, in caſe of cruditie, and 
'® the concoRion being good, yet may ſome ob- 
tiruction hinder any contents to paſſe, The like may be by fa+ 
Ring procured, and want of ford, which may alſo make the 
vrine of an higher colour, The inflammation of any Pee 4 

odie, 
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bodic, by drawing of the humours thicher, may produce the 
like effeR. In lasks alſo or fluxcs ofthe bellic, as the yrine (hall 
be the leſſer, ſo ſhall the contents be few or none at all. Some 
certaine conftitutions aiſo gather no ſetlings in their vrines: 
and ſuch as are inpreſcnt health, and eate much, haue a more 
copious reſidence, and in Winter it doth more abound then in 
Sommer. Laborious and very paintuil people may allo have lit- 
tle or no contents atall in their vrines, The tune of the fickneſle 
in which this cometh to paſle, is alſo narrowly to be obſerued: 
for inthe beginning and increaſe of acute diſeaſes, then this 
want of contents argueth great defe& of naturall frengrh and 
vigour, Inthe declining of the difeaſe it is not a meſſeager of 
ſo bad newes , yea although it werein the vigour and ſtrength 
of it. And moreouer that many diſcaſes are brought toa hap- 


pic and expeQed iſſue without any contents at all,is no vncouth 
thing, What certaintie then can be colleRed,eicher by the pre- 


ſence or yet by the abſence ofthe contents ? Now howbeit 
heretofore ſome contents on the top of the vrine haue bene 
mentioned, yet are theſe laſt mentioned, moſt commoniy and 
conſtantly to be ſeene ordinarily in vrines; and therefore are 
more properly called contents, and ſo to be vnderſtood by that 
name. Now all theſe three, cloud, {wimme,and grounds, haue 
one and the ſame materiall cauſe, and their generation is alſo 
alice , diftering onely in place and firuation ,accorcing to the 
weight of the matter and the concoQion of the diſcaſe. When 
the diſeaſe is yet crude and not concoRed , yet in ſome for 
wardnefſe thereunto, then appeareth that which is commonl 


called a cloud, for the proportion and analogic it ſeemerhto The cloud, 


hauc with the clouds of the aire. When the diſeaſe is yetina 
berter forwardneſle, then is to be ſeene in the vrine,that which 


is commonly called the ſwim or ſublimation, hanging as it The (wimme, 


were betwixt the ouermoſt and neathermoſt region of the v- 
rine. Bur when nature hath now gotten the vpper hand of the 


diſeaſe, then doth this which we call ground, ſettle to the bot- The ground, 


rome of the vrinall, My purpoſe isnot here to enter into alarge 
diſcourſe concerning the engendring of this ſubſtance, and 


facre leſſe yet the controuerhies about the ſame, which I leave. 
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to be diſcuſ. d inthe ſchooles, my intent here being onely to 


diſcover the vncertaintie of judgement which theſe contents 


do affoord vs. Naw when thou tceſt the cloud, ſwim, or refi- 
dencc,what canſt chou pronounce but ſome generall and inde-= 
fioice verd1& concerning the cruditie or concoction of the diſ- 
eaſe? but whar this thy diſcaſe is, thy vrine will never reueale 
ynto thee, nor any of the reſt ot the fignes and circumſtances 
to be obſerued in diſeaſes, And towſoeuer the materiall cauſe 
of ali theſe three be one and the ſame, differing onely in cir- 
cumſtances, yet may ſometimes the one be without the other,

circumſtances, according to the which critical dayes are accuſfomed 
to be tried. And beſides the premiſſes, all urines do not ſuddenly [et- 
tle, andthey aſſigne vs ſenerall times for the vrine toſettlein: ſome 
aſſiqne vs halfe an houre, ſome the ſixt part of an houre,&c,But bet 
ter ut were when they ave ſeiled, then to pine ont our iudgement of 
them, For Ihau: often let urines ſtand by me, and could ſee no ſer- 
lng till the next day. Now what cenlaeſt thou hane iudged of ſuch 
anwrine the (irt day eſpecially if the meſſenger according tothe com- 
mon cutome had byed him home? What couldeſt thou haue ſaid con- 
cerning the ſame? And yet 1s this a caſe which cometh not ſeldome 
zo paſſe. Mereoner, theſe contents do ſometimes ſuddenly vamſh

a little toinforme thy iudgement concerning the vrine, For if / ' ==, , 

at the firſt there be either ſmall quantitie of choler, or yet none : 

at all, and then it afcer increaſe abundantly, which is knowne 

by changing from a white thin to a ſaffron coloured ground) 

itis a ſigneand token that nature doth vnburden ir ſelte of this 

heauie ballaſt of choler, and ſo conſequently that health is like 

ſhortly to enſue. But if after a ſaffron colour it change to a 

white,it is a bad ſigne,efpeciaily without Fgnesof concoRion: 

for the which cauſe it will be requiſite that thou obſerue the ſe- 

uerall alcerations of the vrine,and then be well acquainted with 

the ſtate and nature of the diſeaſe of the patient. The like may 

be faid of red reſidence, the which in the beginning of diſeaſes Red reſidence, 

doth not portend any good, and that by reaſon it argueth great 

ſtore of cruditie, which hindereth the concoRion of the bloud ; 

and ſuch are commonly ſeene in baſtard Tertian & Quotidian 

Agues. But yet ſuch Feuers as are incident to Plethoricall and 

Carechymicall conſtitutions , oppreſſed with abundance of 

bloud and bad humors, if they attaine to their expeRed ifſue, 

muſt needs be accompanied with ſuch or the like reſidence. - 
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The bare inſpection of the vrine onely will never acquaint thee 
with the particular. Somctimcs both the aforc-1mentioned 
contents are to be fecne in one and the ſame vrine, which is 
ſometimes deadly,and ſometimes againe proueth a tore-runner 
of ſafetic and ſecuritie ; I will inftance in two examples of 
mine owne experience, to make the truth of this appeate, 
About ſome three yeares ago, or a little aboue, a young Gentle- 
man in the connrey, to mine owne knowledge, voyaed ſuck ax vrine 


for a quarter of a yeare together and by appearance had ſo continued 


long before my ſight of the ſame : and yet notwithſtanding all the ena« 
cuations were vſed, it continucd ſo more or leſle vnull hu dying day. 
Hu diſeaſe was a Dropſie , ana with the ſame was ioyned the yellow 
lannaiſe , which did entwardly ſpew it ſelfe tothe view of the eye. © 
Hrs Liner hote, andthe whole conſtitution of bis boate participating 
of the ſame arſtemper. 

But in the yeare 1613. a womanof Northampton of good ac- 
connt, being with child, voyded an wrine with the like reſidence, and 
that for as long 4 time at leaſt, and yet did their diſeaſe: farre difſer 
For beſoaes her being with aline child (for vntill that time was not 
wy cornnſell craned ) ſhe was for a many weekes together nener free 
froma Tertian, Quotidian, or both agues conioyned: the which were 
accompanied with a continuall congh , proceeding from a thinne ſal; 
rheume, with ſpitting of bloud, reaching aud oe , 45 alſo agreat 
Incke, all which accidents,or the moſt of them, did not for(ake her t1/l 
neare the time of her delinerie. Phlebotomie for dinerſe confiaerations 
T durſt not then attempt. Other enacuations, both upwards and 
downewards,came in greater abundance then was wiſhed. It was now 
arepely imprinted, not in her owne onely , but in the conceits of ber 
neighbonrs and others alſo of good nderſtanding, that (inregard ef 
her ſpitting of bloud) (he was now farre jþent in anirrecouerable con- 
ſumption. Vpon the relation of others 1 inclined tothe ſame opinion, 
But at my firſt ſight of her , together with the ſight of the vloud ſhe 
fpat vp, I changed my opinion. And ſo,God adamg hu bleſſing to the 
weanes [he wſed by my direltions , ſhe brought foorth at the time ap- 
pointed, a liue manchild, which neuertheleſſe med uot abouethe ſpace 
of amoneth, The mother twoor three dayes after her delinerie was 


ſurpriſed ruth the Meaſels, and afterwards reconered her health a- 
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gaine, the which at this preſent day ſhe yet eniogeth, 
Here was no Dropſie at all, nor yet could I cuer perceiuc any 

fene of a tote Liver , and the matter ofthe Jaundiſe was voy- 

ded both by fioole and yiine.Ic may then plainly appeare, how 

farre the diſeaſes may ſometimes differ, the reſidence being (till 

alike in rwo ſcuerall bodies, ſexes, &c, 

As concerning bloutly reſidence, as was before ſaid of Bloudie ref. 
bloudy vrine, it may come either of abundance of þbloud in ma peg the 
2 plethoricall body, or elſe by weaknefſe of the retentiue ihe _ 
power, and of the Liuer; the which rightly to giſcerne, wee 
muſt be acquainted with diuers other circumftances, which the 
vrine can never make knowen. Ic hath beene likewiſe alread 
related, that ſometimes great quantirie of bloud it ſelfe hath 
beene voyded without any danger : and ſometimes againe af- 
terthe yoyding of a very ſmall quantitie thereof, death hath 
not long deferred his approaches, 

In the yeere 161 4. about the begrnning of Tanvary, my connſell Hiſtorie, 
was demanded for a Gentleman dwelling neare Northampton, a+ \, 
bont fiftie yeares of age or vpwards, In his wrine at my firſt com» © 
mins at bim, was tobe ſcene great ſtore of yellowiſh contents, clea« 
wing to the bottome of the wrmall, wherewith were intermingled 
ſome red ſlreakes of bloud, And howbeit I often earneFtly intrea- 
ted him to admit of Palebotonnie, as the onely remedy to prenent a 
greater inconnenience , yet could I net prenaile, untill ſuch time as 
blend now iſ[ning out in great abundance, both upwards and downe- 
wards , bu ſtrength now decaying, ana hairy irrecouerable occaſion 
oucr paſt, with a tos late repentance, he would willingly bane paied 
a good fine for the renewing of the leaſe of his life, but all too late. 

As concerning white, blacke, leadcn, or aſh.coloured; as Sce ſomewhar 
alſo greene and blew contents, the vncertaintie of theſe may io the colours 
be in ſome ſort colleRed from that we haue already ſaid of ſuch ***&9%dre. 
vrines, and many other matters I willingly paſſe by, and -haften 
co the reſt ; to wit, divers other ſorts of refideaces or ſtrange. 
contents, called by ſome, difforme contents. 

Purulent or mattery rcfidence, doth much reſemble a white Purulent or 
reſidence or ground, which is ſo much commended for the Pa*cric rcfi- 

lt of all others; and therefore requireth ſome iudgementto * ** 
PN 3 diſcerne 
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diſcerne the one from the other : and yetis there a crude and 
vnconcoRed refidence not valike this puruteat marter to bee 
ſeene, as well in whole as in ficke bodies, This purulent or 
martery relidence, againe proceedeth either from the kidneyes 
or the bladder, as is moſt commonly recetued, But heare what 
Schol.ad cap. 50. the learned Holler ſaith concerning the ſame, 
lib.1,demorb.iv» Naither yet doth this mattery ſtuffe alwates proceed from the 
Pe kidneys or bladder, For it proceedeth almoſt from enery part of the 
vpper region of the body, by the great and admirable indu$try of 
ature, and by meanes of the body enery where made paſſable for (uch 
a purpoſe, doth disbarden it ſelfe ſometimes into the guts, and ſome- 
Hiſtorie, times againe into the bladder. A certaine woman voyded, not with- 
out great paine and torment , ſuch purulent and mattery vrines, 
who foure moneths after dyed, andthe dead corps being opened, two 
ſtones were found in her heart, with many little impoſtumes , the 
kidneyes, together with the other urinary paſſages, beino free from 
any other hurt, 
Lib.de wrin.geo, Galen((aith Ronazletins ) did ſee an impoſtume of the Lungs 
38 -” \ purgedby vrine, by meanes of the emulgent or ſucking arte» 
ries. The gibbons or backe part of the Liuer, the kidneyes, 
bladder and yard, make vſe of the ſame paſſage, Now which 
of theſe places are affeQed, the griefe and tumor of the pare 
iueth ys notice, and not the vrine onely, 
Redvetchesor Nowred Vetches or Firches in the reſidence, called there. 
fitches. fore Hypoſt aſs erobea, or eruarea, ate recorded by our Authors, 
to ſignifle either great inflammation of the Liuer, or colliqua- 
tion of the whole body, or of the kidneyes onely, And fo 
Brannic and ſca* branny contents, ſignifie ſometimes conſumption of the whole 
lie contents body, or of the bladder onely with concoction, no Ague; and 
great heat waſting the ſubſtance of the Liuer, and burning the 
bloud if it be red, So do fine branny contents fignifie a colle= 
- quation or waſting of the ſolid parts: ſharpe fickneſle, and 
forthe moſt part mortall, and ſome adde yer that it is ſome- 
times ſeene in the vrines of women with child, And if this 
reſidence bered, they attribute it to extreame aduſtion of the 
Scales, bloud. Scales, called Lamine, Sqwame, differ not much in fig- 
nification, 
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To Haires or {mall filaments in the vrine, are attributed alſo Haires in the 
divers fignifications: as namely, a conſumption of the whole V%6- 
body, a Feuer then being ioyned therewith, orelſe of che kid 
neyes onely, and then is no Feuer to be ſeene. They ire accor- Comm. 1.ad zh, 
ding to Galen, engendered of a tough Phlegme, procceding 76./e(7.4. 
from the vſe of groſſe diet. Sometimes allo they are ſaid to 
fignifie exuiceration of the reines or bladder : and fometimes 
allo fluxe of ſced from ſeuerall cauſes. And finally, womens 
white fluxe, from the matrixe or wombe, Galen is of opinion, 
that ſuch contents come neuer withonrta thicke vrine, But ex- 
perience hath taught vs the contrary, ſaith Holler. Loco proxime fu 

A certaine man voyaed ſuch hairy excrements, with a polden SOR 
coloured vrinz, aboue the ſpace of twenty yeares, it not being thicke, ; 
but keeping a meane : and howbeit his conſtitution and ſtate of body 
enclined to choler, yet was he of a reaſonable ſquare and corpulent 
body.Thelihe commeth alſc topaſſe in many others howbeu toothers 
a thicke urine 15 more frequent.

Sand or grauell in the yrine affoordeth vs yetno greater cer- Sandie or gra- 
taintie, Itis recorded by that famous Hippocrates, that in what = reidences 
{oener urme a gran:lly matter ſetl:th to the bottome,ut betokeneth a ” TIJEE-4 

ſtone enher un the kidneys, or inthe dlaager.It is likely he had moſt 
commonly ob{erued it fo in the place where heliuzd : but we 
find often the contrary in our climate. I have my ſelfe often ob- 
ſerued , both in old age and younger yeeres, ſuch grauelly 
vrines without any ſtone. The widenefle of the vrinary paſ- 
ſages, as alſo diurccicall expelling medicines, may be a meanes 
of exp.lling ſuch contents, And this diſeaſe may ſometimes be 
accompanied witn a thinne vrine without any grauell ac all, 
asin the obſiruQtion of the aforeſaid paſſages. The Phyſician 
being preſent, is ofcen encombred, notwithſtanding the con- 
currence of all che ſignes together, to diſcerne a lone from 
ſome other diſcaſe, as hath hererofore appeared: what cer- 
raintie then can be expeRtcd from the ſole deceirfull figne of 
the vriue ? The 
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Hiſtorie, The Admiral! Annebaulct (faith Hollerius) betug much tormen- 

Ibiaern, ftedin making hi wrine for the ſpace of eight moneths to gether, both 
Phyſitians and Surgeons being in doubt whether there were a ſtone 
zn the bladder or no , at length it was concluded to make inciſion for 
the ſhone, No ſtone notwithſtanding was found, but a lumpe of fleſh 
growne to the necke of re bladder, hindering the free paſſage of the 
wrine, which was cured by conenient remeazes, andthe patient re- 
ſtored to his former health aname. 

Fleſher, Some alſo are of opinion, it fignifieth adu{tion of humours, 
as indiſeaſes coming of choler, ſuch as be burning Agues, Ter- 
tian Agues, fingie and compound, and ſometim:s in diſeaſes 
of melancholie, as Quartaine agues long continuing. Likewiſe 
the Gout, paine ofthe joynrs and reines, Leprofie, French poxe 
confirmed, Emeraudes, coſtiueneſle, and heate of the Liuer: if 
there be no paine nor heauineſle about thereines,

mto the fre.Bur hearc the cofutation out of the moitth of a lear- 
ned Phyſitian,often quoted in this Diſcourſe, This doQrine of 
T hurnhenſers ({aith * he) cannot by any ſound argument be de- 
monſtrated, For admit that the vrine be ſeparated into ſeuc- 
rali elements, according to the ſeuerall parts thereof, yet can 
nothing but the elementarie qualities (as they call them) hear, 
cold, &c. be diſcerned by the ſame. And by this meanes ſhall 
we onely be able to judge of the diſeaſes of rhe ſolid parts ; as 
of obſirucions, cxulcerations, and the like. And is not the 
vrinc an excrement of the bloud contained in the veines, that 
is of one body ? What vtilitic or profit therefore can come b 

this ſeparation into ſeuerall parts? Thou ſhalt thus onely ob- 
ſerue the number of the parts which are in the ſubſtance of the 
bloud, and of what nature and kind it is, Thou mayeRt per- 
haps perceiue it cither to bee cauſed of Mercurie, Sulphur, or 
Salt. But wilt thou ſiraight-waies maintaine, that all Mercu- 
riall diſeaſes are ſeated in the head onely ? &c. If this bee true, 
then will ir follow, contrary to that which thou and Paracel/zus 
maintaine, that theſe three grounds or elements are not com- 
mon to all diſeaſes. For I am of opinion, that if we will needs 
vie the names of theſe three; as well ſuch diſeaſes as have their 
originall from this Sulphureous and falt matter, as any that 
proceed from a Mercuriall cauſe, have their root andoriginall 
from the head, &c. Thus farre our Author. And may not this 
opinion ſeeme ſo abſurdin it ſelfe, that it necdeth no further 
confutatian? Forit when thou had vſed all thy art and cun- 
ning, a countrey-man ſhould aske thine opinion concerning 


| his vrine, and thou ſhouldſt tell him hee were troubled with 


ſome ſulphureous, Mercuriall, or ſaltiſh and tartareous diſeaſe, 
would he not laugh theeto ſcorne, and thinke, it may be, thou 
hadſt beene that day too well acquainted with ſome pors and 
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pipes of Tobacco? And if hce ſhould defire to know what 
were his particular diſeaſe, and where or what particular part 
of the body it had taken vp for its abode; would it ſeeme 
ſtrange if he looked for ſome extraordinary skill after fo great 
an outward oftentation? And if he ſhould go home an( tell 
his wife of a Tartareovs, Sulphureous, or Mercuriall diſeaſe, 
who knowes but ſhe might call him Good-man Wood: cock: 
for telling her ſuch atale of Robin-hood? But pur the caſe thou 
mighteſt ver ſee ſome Sulphureous Cileaſe ( as they terme it ) 
by meanes of this ſeparation and diftillarion ; yet amongſt ma- 
ny ſuch Sulphureous cifeaſes, vpon which of them wouldit 
thou, faſten thy conieCture ? As if a Feauer might be found our, 
how may the kind be knowne , whether 8 continuall or in- 
mirttent; apd whether ſymptomaticall cr dependant vpon 
ſome other ciſcaie; or elie be it ſelfe a principall gueſt, 
with many moe circumitances 2 The like may be {aid ot the 
other two principies, So that it may evidently appeare, there 
is greater yncertaintie in this tzen the other way, But if they 
will be ſoskilfoole, I wiſh they would diſtill the other excre- 
ment alſo; for I am {ure they may learne of both alike. But 
yet wiſh Ithem to take this Prowiſo with them, that the ioy-

The learned and judicious Phyhtians agatne met for the moſt 
p2:t with thin and tender bodies , brought vp incaſe and idle= 
nefle, and for this cauſe apteſt ro recciuc the poyloned impreſ- 
ons of the peſtilentiall aire, and therefore the diſeaſe prouing 
greater then the meanes were able to ouercome , the patients 
were often forced to faint vnder the burthen, Neither were 


ſuch dangerous, or rather deſperate meanes, as this Empiticke 


vſed, in their opinionsto be adminiftred co any, much lefle to 
petlons of qualitie and weake conſtitution. The Nobie woman 
bauing heard the Phyfitians apologie , was afterwards better 
pleaſed with her Phyſitian,and aiter that time conceiued a bet.

Now howbeit I could inſtance in a number of other exam- 
les, all tending tothe ſame purpoſe, yet fearing too much to 
offend the Readers patience, reierring them to ſome other op- 
portunitie, I thinke it is now hightime to turne my ſailes to- 
wards the ſhore, and to caſt anchor for the preſent. And the aſ- 
ſembling of ſo many lage Senators, according to the ancient 
and laudable cuitome of this kingdome, to apply fit falues to 
the feſtered ſores of the ſame, putterh me in good hope of ſome 
redrefle, as well of the abuſes here complained of, 25 of dincts
